Transit chief 
defends P3 
LRT deal 


Survey. Union coalition 
says Edmontonians are 
largely against private 
transit operator 


City officials say a P3-ffinded 
LRT is good for the city’s next 
leg of construction, despite sur¬ 
vey results presented by a coali¬ 
tion of groups on Monday that 
showed a majority of Edmon¬ 
tonians are against it. 

The new Our LRT group, 
which included union and pub¬ 
lic-interest organizations that 
represent city transit workers 
and riders, launched its cam¬ 
paign and website ourlrtca 
on Monday and released poll 


results suggesting 64 per cent 
of Edmontonians are not on 
board with the decision to have 
a private firm operate the line. 

But city administration 
argues the private setup for 
the southeast LRT, which 
comes with $250 million in 
federal cash to get the line 
built, is good for the city and 
the system. 

Stu Litwinowich, president 
of the Amalgamated Transit 
Union (ATU) said they wony 
the new line won’t be operated 
to the same standards as the 
current LRT. 

“We have proven that ATU 
performs maintenance best 
and does so more efficiently,” 
he said. 

Bob Boutilier, the city’s 
general manager of transporta¬ 
tion, said the city is writing a 
detailed contract to ensure re¬ 
liable and safe service. He said 


the private firm would also 
have an interest in good main¬ 
tenance, because it would have 
to keep the trains running on 
time. 

“They have to meet service 
eveiy day and if they don’t 
meet service there is a financial 
penalty,” Boutilier said. 

Brendan Van Alstine, with 
the Transit Riders Union of 
Edmonton, said members con¬ 
cerned a private company will 
only increase costs. 

“They are going to want to 
negotiate a healthy profit for 
themselves and where that 
profit comes from is question¬ 
able,” Van Alstine said. 

Boutilier said the city would 
still collect and set all fares and 
then pay the private company. 

“If you have a monthly pass 
today and you use a ticket or 
pay your cash fare, it will be no 
different,” he said.

Trialstartsfor 
group home 
runaway accused 
of killing two 

About 12 hours after 
two teens ran away from 
a group home, RCMP 
discovered the bodies of a 
man and his female friend 
on a rural property east of 
Edmonton. 

At first, it seemed to 
Mounties like an open-and- 
shut case: the teens were 
found in the man’s stolen 
pickup truck and one of 
them quickly confessed 
their involvement to police. 

Four years later, a 
trial for one of the boys 
has begun without that 
confession, but with hope 
from the victims’ families 
that someone will be held 
responsible. 

“It’s not easy, it’s not 
easy. He was my big brother 
and now I don’t have 
him,” Gerlind Koesling 
said outside the Edmonton 
courthouse Monday, nearly 
breaking into tears. 

Her brother, 68-year- 
old Bariy Boenlce, and 
his friend and neighbour 
Susan Trudel, 50, were 
found shot on the prop¬ 
erty near Ardrossan on 
June 1, 2009. 

RCMP originally 
charged the two 14-year- 
old boys with first-degree 
murder, but two years 
later, following pretrial 
hearings, the charges 
were stayed. A judge ruled 
the statement made by 
the one teen was inadmis¬ 
sible and prosecutors 
admitted they had no case 
without it. 

Prosecutor William 
Wister told court he also 
plans to call key evidence 
about an undercover 
operation — a “Mr. Big” 
sting — by Mounties.

Levy could make up for

An Edmonton Public School 
Board trustee thinks a tax levy 
could be the way to combat de¬ 
creasing government funding. 

Trustee Catherine Ripley 
wants the board to discuss 
holding a plebiscite during Oc¬ 
tober’s election to ask voters, 
who pay public school taxes, 
to approve a special school tax 
levy. 

“There really is no other op¬ 
tion to raise a huge amount of 
money that I can see,” Ripley 
said. 

The idea of a tax levy comes 
after school revenue reductions 
were announced in the March 
provincial budget. 


What it could cost 


$21 

The amount for every $100,000 in assessed 
value homeowners would pay per year 
for a special school tax levy, according to 
estimates from a 2010 board report. 


“The budget situation for 
the district is not good,” said 
Ripley, noting the situation is 
made worse by an infrastruc¬ 
ture maintenance deficit esti¬ 
mated to be $257 million and 
a need for new schools. 

“This tax levy is an option 
that we haven’t explored yet as 
a board and I think it behooves 
us to explore eveiy option we 
can to support education to 
the level we think it should be 
supported,” Ripley said. 

If trustees vote in favour of 
Ripley’s motion on Tuesday, 
the board would discuss the 
issue in more depth in June 
before deciding whether or 
not to have taxpayers vote in 
a plebiscite.

Drowning case. Province, 
Ottawa at odds over 
McConnell deportation 


After years of volunteering 
and working in the arts, Paul 
Moulton and his diverse and 
rich career have taken an¬ 
other step. 

Moulton will be the next 
executive director for the 
Edmonton Arts Council 
starting next month, the 
organization announced on 
Monday. 

“There’s something quite 
circular about it,” Moulton 
said after the announce¬ 
ment. “When the arts coun¬ 


cil was formed in 1996, I 
became the first volunteer 
chair of the board.” 

When his new position 
begins on May 6, he will 
be replacing long-time EAC 
executive director John Ma¬ 
hon. 

“The establishment of the 
work that John has done is 
tremendous,” he said. “And 
clearly one of my first hopes 
is to continue that good 
work.”

Alberta and federal officials are 
pointing fingers at each other 
over the deportation of an Aus¬ 
tralian woman who drowned 
her two children. 

On Monday, provincial Jus¬ 
tice Minister Jonathan Denis 
disputed remarks by federal 
Public Safety Minister Vic Toe- 
ws that Alberta dropped the 
ball when it came to keeping 
Allyson McConnell in Canada 
pending appeals of her convic¬ 
tion and sentence for killing 
her young sons in 2010. 


McConnell, 34, was set to 
be deported on Monday. Toews 
said Friday that the province 
had informed Ottawa of the 
case too late for the govern¬ 
ment to keep her in Canada. 

Denis disputed that. “We 
have been in contact with the 
federal government. I’m not 
quite sure what (Toews) is talk¬ 
ing about,” Denis said. 

He said regardless of the 
deportation, the pursuit of the 
appeals continues.

AHS ‘bonuses’ cut, but pay 
could be ‘adjusted’: Board

Controversial performance 
pay for senior health officials 
has been eliminated, but that 
doesn’t mean executives will 
take a pay cut, says the chair¬ 
man of the Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices board. 

Stephen Lockwood said 
Monday that “pay-at-rislc” was 
eliminated for AHS executives 
as of the agency’s new fiscal 
year, which began on April 1. 

The conditional pay has 
been widely described as a 
“bonus,” but Lockwood said 
Monday that is incorrect. 

“It’s not a bonus,” he said. 

Nevertheless, he said nega¬ 


tive public perception of this 
form of compensation, intend¬ 
ed to motivate executives to 
meet performance targets, has 
made it counter-productive. 

“When you start to be 
criticized in the paper for re¬ 
ceiving your ‘bonus,’ that’s a 
demotivator,” Lockwood said. 
“So, I’ve concluded, and our 
board has concluded, the best 
way to motivate our team 
is to take that irritant away 
from them, so it’s not there 
anymore.” 

And while AHS has com¬ 
mitted to a three-year compen¬ 
sation freeze for management, 
Lockwood didn’t rule out ad¬ 
justing executives’ salaries to 
account for the loss of pay-at- 
rislc. 

“We’ll look at those salar¬ 
ies, we’ll adjust them accord¬ 
ingly, if necessary,” he said, 
adding that an independent 
third party will review overall 
executive compensation. 

But Derek Fildebrandt of 
the Canadian Taxpayers Fed¬ 


eration described pay-at-rislc 
and bonuses as “effectively the 
same thing” and said they do 
serve a useful purpose. 

“I think it would be a mis¬ 


take to simply do away with 
them and make them guar¬ 
anteed salaries, essentially 
incorporating the bonuses as 
permanent,” Fildebrandt said.

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Girls plead not guilty 
to pimping other girls 


Trial begins. Teens 
accused of running 
child prostitution ring 
with threats, violence

The youngest victim of a pros¬ 
titution trafficking ring, then 
13, believed she was head¬ 
ing to a sleepover with girls, 
not much older than herself, 
who she’d met online — but 
instead she was drugged, 
stripped, photographed and 
pimped out, the Crown al¬ 
leges. 

Crown lawyers began 
arguing their case Monday 
against three teenage girls, 
two aged 15 and one 16 when 
they allegedly ran a prostitu¬ 
tion ring in Ottawa last year. 

All three pleaded not 
guilty to 36 charges, includ¬ 
ing human trafficking, for¬ 
cible confinement, assault, 


robbery and uttering threats. 

They are the first minors 
in Canada to be charged with 
human trafficking. 

Two of the defendants are 
facing more charges, includ¬ 
ing three counts of making 
child pornography for al¬ 
legedly taking photos of the 
victims and sending them to 
johns, as well as kidnapping, 
invitation to sexual touching 
and sexual assault. 

The Youth Criminal Justice 
Act prevents the identifica¬ 
tion of the accused and their 
alleged victims. 

Crown lawyers Julien La- 
lande and Fara Rupert said 
their case will be built on the 
testimony of victims; some of 
the pimps; witnesses whom 
the girls talked to; as well 
as Faceboolc conversations, 
tweets and photos taken 
from the phone of one of the 
accused. 

The Crown believes the ac¬ 
cused befriended other girls, 
invited them to social events 
and then, through threats 
and violence, forced them to 


co-operate with their plans. 

According to the Crown, 
four girls, three of them 
under the age of 18, were 
forced to perform sex acts, in¬ 
cluding oral and vaginal sex. 
Two other girls were beaten, 
stripped and photographed, 
the Crown alleges.

me come” and “Jiiizzzz" 
— slang for ejaculate.

Birth-control pills 
recalled for fear 
of extra placebos 

The maker of the birth- 
control pill Alysena 28 has 
issued an urgent recall 
after it was discovered 
that one lot of the con¬ 
traceptive may have been 
incorrectly packaged with 
only two weeks of drug- 
containing tablets instead 
of three. 

Women taking the 
incorrectly packaged pill 
would not receive the 
proper amount of contra¬ 
ceptive, raising the pos¬ 
sibility of an unplanned 
pregnancy. 

In a recall notice 
distributed by Health Can¬ 
ada, Apotex Inc. said the 
product’s 28-day blister 
packs should include 21 
active birth-control pills 
plus seven placebo tablets 
that contain no drug. 

Apotex said blister 
packs in the affected 
lot — LF01899A — may 
instead contain 14 pla¬ 
cebo pills and 14 active 
contraceptive tablets.

Liberal Bob Rae, while dis¬ 
owning Thatcher’s politics, 
echoed that sentiment.

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Gun control advocates show love for guns

Lobbying for gun control 
in the United States often 
means proving how much 
you like firearms. 


New York Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo, whose state recently 
passed some of the strict¬ 
est gun control measures in 
the country, often reminds 
people he is a hunter. For¬ 
mer Rep. Gabrielle Giffords, 
who founded a gun control 
advocacy group after surviv¬ 
ing a gunshot wound to the 
head, says she and her hus¬ 
band keep two guns in a safe 
at home.

The message is obvious: 
They, too, are a part of Amer¬ 
ica’s gun culture.

California. Trial over lead-warning 
labels on baby food now underway 


A trial began on Monday in 
a lawsuit filed by an environ¬ 
mental group against the U.S.’s 
largest baby-food makers, 
aimed at forcing the companies 
to alert consumers that some 
products contain low amounts 
of lead. 

The trial will help deter¬ 
mine if the products must cany 
warning labels in California. 

Gerber Products Co., Del 
Monte Foods, Beech-Nut Nu¬ 
trition Corp. and many other 
makers of baby foods and juices 


are selling products containing 
lead at levels that require warn¬ 
ing labels under California 
Proposition 65, the Environ¬ 
mental Law Foundation asserts 
in the suit filed in Alameda 
County Superior Court in Oak¬ 
land, Calif. 

Lawyers for the food com¬ 
panies say the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
tested products targeted in the 
lawsuit and decided levels were 
below the federal standards 
that require a warning. 


FDA tests on products 
named in the lawsuit also 
found lead levels “below FDA’s 
current tolerable intake levels 
for lead.” 

But both sides in the case 
agree on one fact: baby foods 
containing carrots, peaches, 
pears and sweet potatoes have 
some lead. Also covered by the 
suit are grape juice and fruit 
cocktail. Lead exposure can 
damage a child’s developing 
brain and lead to a lower IQ.

“I’m not using it for sexting!” I exclaimed as I 
snatched my iPhone back from my friend whose 
eyebrows were raised disbelievingly. I had just 
received a slew of notifications from Snapchat 
and felt the need to defend my decision to down¬ 
load an app known for promiscuous photo ex¬ 
changes. 

Ifyou’re not in high school, there’s about an 
80 per cent chance you’ve never even heard of 
Snapchat, so allow me to fill you in. The decided¬ 
ly simple app allows users to transmit photos 
and videos that expire after a prescribed amount 
of time: between one and 10 seconds. Once a 
message has been viewed, it disappears from the 
user’s phone and Snapchat’s own company serv¬ 
ers. The free app is a relatively inane form of 
time-wasting, but it’s also strangely addictive. 

Creators Evan Spiegel and Bobby Murphy originally designed 
the app as part of a class project at Stanford University. When 
presenting their idea, a venture capitalist sitting in on the class

told Spiegel that the app could be interesting 
if he made the photos permanent. The tech-lov¬ 
ing wunderlcind and his partner ignored this ad¬ 
vice and launched the self-destructing messa¬ 
ging service to the public in September 2011. 

Available on iPhone and Android devices, the 
free app currently has more active users than In- 
stagram, but isn’t without its critics. Many have 
dismissed it as a way for bored teenagers to ex- 
^ change risque messages without getting caught 
■ by their parents. But while it’s likely that many 
are using the service to transmit content of the 
not-so-clothed variety, it’s important to note that 
the app is gaining traction and developing a sub¬ 
stantial user base beyond the horny coed demo- 
graphic. More than 100 million images and vid¬ 
eos are sent through Snapchat every day and the 
app is generating a lot of buzz—although no actual revenue as of 
yet.

Rob Thomas gave Metro 
World News some details

The initial goal of $2 million 
seems small for a movie. 
Would it even be possible to 
make a Veronica Mars film 
with that budget? 

When Kristen and I went 
into it, we sort of agreed 
that we would make the, 
she called it the “No fancy 
trailers” budget. She and 
her husband had just done 
that movie, Hit and Run, 


and I think they made it for 
around $2 million. So that 
was part of the ethos of it. 

Who is returning (besides 
Bell and Dohring)? Aren’t 
they a little too old for high 
school or even college? 

We’re in negotiations with 
the other cast members, and 
I’ve spoken to all the other 
cast members. Absolutely 
people want to do it, and 
I’m building it around the 
10-year high school reunion, 
so I’m planning on using the 
bulk of them but deals still 
have to be made. 

(Kristen) is 28 as we pick 
up the movie. She has just 
got out of law school at 
Columbia and starting to 
interview for jobs in New 
York law firms. 

Why do you think fans have 
responded to Veronica Mars 
so much? 

The key to achieving the 
cult status is being able to 
hang on for a while. The fact 
that we started on UPN, and 
we were allowed to survive 
some not terrific numbers 
for a while was part of the 
equation because having 
done ABC, we’d only have 


been on for two episodes and 
we would never have been 
allowed to grow into a cult 
status. 

Seinfeld started out with 
an order of six on a death 
night, and they allowed that 
to build. It went beyond 
cult status. I think being 
somewhere where no one 
noticed, where you weren’t 
expected to do good numbers 
or great numbers was key, 
and I think the character 
herself, Veronica, was a great 
fit for UPN. 

When I first went in there 
to have a meeting, they told 
me the direction they want¬ 
ed to take the network. They 
said, “We think we’re going 
to skew young and female, 
and we’re looking for female 
empowerment shows.” 

I had written Veronica 
Mars a year before on spec. I 
had just written it for myself 
because it was an idea I was 
inspired by. I told them, 
“Well, I have a script in a 
drawer at home about a veiy 
empowered teenage girl.” 

I taught high school, in 
particular I taught freshman 
English. I was the adviser 
of the yearbook. I hung out 
with a lot of teenage girls. 


I had a lot of teenage girls’ 
voices in my head. As a year¬ 
book adviser, that’s primarily 
who you’re there after school 
with on worlcnights with. 

I think girls at that age are 
some of the most self-con¬ 
scious people on the planet. 

One of the things I 
thought about Veronica Mars 
is that if she had some super¬ 
hero power it’s that she’s 
beyond self-consciousness 
— that her life had taken her 
down such a rocky road, and 
she’d come out the other side 
and it was a pretty tough girl. 
She could say those things 
that I think teenage girls 
often wished they could say 
or (were) bold enough to say 
in a make no apologies sort 
of way, and I think that con¬ 
nected with a UPN audience. 

What about your other ser¬ 
ies Party Down? Will you be 
trying Kickstarter with that? 

We’re down a path with that. 
We hope that will become 
a movie as well. We’re not 
going the Kickstarter route. 
We’re writing a script for an 
independent production com¬ 
pany that we really respect. We 
hope for good news on that in 
the next year or so.

Yes. While on assignment 
in Portugal, CNN’s An¬ 
derson Cooper famously 
sunburned his eyeballs. 

He described the experi¬ 
ence: “I wake up in the 
middle of the night and it 
feels like my eyes are on 
fire — my eyeballs! — and 
I think, oh, maybe I have 
sand in my eyes or some¬ 
thing.” 

Yes, it can happen, and 
at any time of year. Our 
content editor, Melissa 
Greer, interviewed Dr. 
Cheiyl Zimmer of the 
Canadian Association of 
Optometrists. 

“The front clear surface 
of the eye, called the cor¬ 
nea, is composed of tissue 
similar to the skin. It’s veiy 
susceptible to the elements 
— wind and sun, in particu¬ 



lar,” Zimmer said. 

The resulting keratitis 
can cause blurry vision and 
veiy sore eyes, and can take 
24 to 72 hours to heal. 

Squinting may protect 
your eyes but it can lead to 
headaches and eye strain, 
so the best protection is 
a pair of sunglasses, says 
Zimmer. She suggests a 
pair that blocks both UVA 
and UVB rays. According to 
Health Canada’s website, 
manufacturers follow vol- 
untaiy industry standards 
when labelling sunglasses. 

Those labelled general 
purpose block 60 to 92 per 
cent of visible light and 
UVA rays, and between 95 
and 99 per cent of UVB 
rays.

Jay Leno is handing off to 
Jimmy Fallon, with speculation 
tagging Seth Meyers as his like¬ 
ly successor. Meanwhile, David 
Letterman, Jimmy Kimmel, 
Craig Ferguson and Carson 
Daly are sitting pretty, without 
the faintest drumbeat of a pair 
of advancing high heels to sig¬ 
nal a threat. 

There have been alterna¬ 
tives bandied about — Chelsea 
Handler, black comedian-writ¬ 
er Aisha Tyler — but no hints 


they or others are getting trac¬ 
tion. 

“In real life it seems to me 
that women have definitely 
shown themselves to be able to 
cany on a conversation,” said 
Merrill Marlcoe, the Emmy- 
Award-winning writer who 
helped David Letterman create 
Late Night at NBC. “Women 
have exhibited an interest in 
talking for centuries. I’m not 
sure how it is that no one has 
seemed to notice.” 

NBC did not respond to 
requests for comment on the 
issue.

Women and minorities 
have conquered other trad¬ 
itionally white male-domin¬ 
ated arenas, on and off TV 
— think anchorwoman Diane 
Sawyer, President Barack 


Obama — but in late-night 
even daring cable is content 
with the homogenized likes 
of Conan O’Brien, Jon Stew¬ 
art and Stephen Colbert, with 
such occasional dashes as E!’s 
Handler, BET’s Mo’Nique and 
TBS’ now-gone George Lopez 
thrown in. 

Rivers, who became host of 
Fox’s The Late Show in 1986 
after filling in as the sole regu¬ 
lar guest host on Johnny Car¬ 
son’s Tonight, calls the lack of 
female hosts “beyond” frustrat¬ 
ing. 

Blame the broadcast indus- 
tiy’s resistance toward change 
and the risk of failure, she 
said: “Everybody is running 
so scared, and has always run 
scared.” 

And executives can find rea¬ 
sons, or excuses, for keeping 
the status quo.

Biz. Five warning signs 
of card payment fraud

A reader who owned 200 
Kraft Foods shares received 
a nasty surprise when a T5 
slip arrived showing nearly 
$3,000 in U.S. dividend in¬ 
come. 

Kraft Foods Group split 
into Kraft Foods and Mon- 
delez International in Octo¬ 
ber, 2012. Every 100 shares 
of Kraft turned into 100 of 
Mondelez and roughly 33 of 
Kraft. The Kraft shares are 
deemed to be a foreign divi¬ 
dend by the Canada Revenue 
Agency and taxed as ordin¬ 
ary income. 

If you are in this situa¬ 
tion, don’t panic about sud¬ 
denly having more income 
than expected. 

“An election can be made 
under Section 86.1 of the 
Income Tax Act to exclude 
the deemed dividend from 
income,” notes Winnipeg- 
based tax expert and author, 
Evelyn Jacks. “This election 
must be made in writing and 
sent to CRA. 

“Indicate the number and 
cost base for the original 
Kraft Foods Inc. shares; and 
the shares received as a re¬ 
sult of the spin-off. If you 
make the election to exclude 
the dividends, then the cost 
base of the post spin-off 
shares is based on the cost 
base of the original Kraft 
Foods Inc. shares. The cost 
base is allocated between 
the new shares according 
to the fair market value im¬ 



mediately after the spin-off.” 
(Sign up for Jacks’ free tax 
newsletter lcnowledgebur- 
eau.com) 

So far so good, but now 
we must establish a cost 
base for the shares to report 
when and if they are sold. 

Jacks comes to the rescue 
with a little math. Let’s say 
the shares were purchased 
for $20, $4,000 in total for 
this reader. This is called 
the Average Cost Base, ACB. 
The Mondelez shares were 
trading at $28 and the Kraft 


shares at $45.42 per share, 
post spin-off. Therefore the 
200 Mondelez shares were 
worth $5,600 and the 66 
Kraft Foods Group shares 
came to $2,997.72 US. 

Take that $4,000 ACB and 
allocate it like this: 

Mondelez: $4,000 

x $5,600 divided by 
($5,600+$2,997.72) 

$2,605.34 

Kraft: $4,000 x $2,997.34 
dividedby($5,600+$2,997.72) 
= $1,394.48. 

Those are the new ACBs 


for the shares. If you sell half 
the Mondelez and half the 
Kraft in the future, adjust 
the cost base accordingly to 
report the capital gain or 
loss on your taxes. Stick the 
formula, and a few notes, in 
your investment file so you 
can reconstruct what you’ve 
done down the road. Now 
go take a headache 
remedy.

As more Canadian businesses 
begin to offer online shopping 
and online and mobile sales 
continue to grow, security ex¬ 
perts point out that a few bad 
apples are also using the popu¬ 
larity of online shopping to 
scam merchants with stolen 
payment card information. 

“The good news is business 
owners and their employees 
can play a crucial role in the 
fight against fraud and they al¬ 
ready have the tools to recog¬ 
nize and stop online, mobile 
or phone purchases carried 
out with stolen card data,” 
says Gord Jamieson, head of 
security for Visa Canada. 

Jamieson notes that busi¬ 
ness owners can be at risk 
when a payment card is not 
physically present. 

To help identify this type of 
fraud before it occurs, he rec¬ 
ommends merchants watch 
for the following five warning 
signs when carrying out trans¬ 
actions without the payment 
card: 

• Multiple purchases made 
with different cards, shipped 
to a single address 

This can indicate a batch of 
stolen payment card account 
numbers. 

• Multiple high value trans¬ 
actions made on the same 
card over a very short period 
of time 

This can indicate an attempt 
to “run the card” until the ac¬ 
count is closed. 

• Multiple purchases made 
on a card with a single billing 
address, shipped to many dif¬ 
ferent addresses 

This may indicate organized 
criminal activity. 

• Online transactions with

multiple cards but a single IP 
address 

This may indicate a batch of 
stolen cards being run from 
the same computer. 

• Multiple transactions in 
close succession with very 
similar account numbers 
This may indicate account 
numbers that have been gen¬ 
erated using illegal software. 

According to Jamieson, 
merchants or employees who 
come across any of these 
warning signs should request 
additional information from 
the cardholder. 

“There are many tools 
available to help merchants 
avoid fraud, like the address 
verification service, the “three 
digit code” and a service called 
Verified by Visa,” Jamieson 
said. He also recommends re¬ 
porting the suspicious activity 
to their payment service pro¬ 
vider as soon as possible.
